south. 
Major Cronin ex perienced many iliffi- 
culries arising from the condition of 
the country and failed to etlecr a junc­ 
tion with Cajitain Rivers west ot San 
Mateo, as had been planned. 
Captain Rivers, advancing, took an 
outpost of tlie enemy two miles .south­ 
west of San Mate« !. 
He then encoun­ 
tered strong resistance among the hills, 
the enemy firing from ex cellent p« jsi- 
tious. 
Having tailed to eomiect with 
Major Cronin, and seeing that the town 
W'us already occujiied by the Anu ricuns, i 
Captain Rivers withdrew, covering ins 
witlulrawal by a heavy volley. 
He lost 
a serg<>ant killed. 
Captain Parker, on advancing, found

Major Croiiin enter'd the town later.

Twenty-three of tlie enemy were 
known to have b(*eii killed. 
ihi.s is tile first action in wJiicli 
C« )loiud liurt’s colored tr« M)ps partici­ 
pated. They behaved W'ell, their leailens 
having ditficulty iu holding them back. 
General Young accompanied Captain 
Parker’s column and was uuder lire 
throughout the engagement 
It is esti­ 
mated that the enemy uumbtTed be­ 
tween 3(X) aud 400 men. 
While the Seventeenth infantry, dar­ 
ing last Tuesday’s battle, was approac'h- 
ing Caiulut along the road, the troops 
saw a group of 50 Filipinos outside the 
town under a flag of truce. 
Some, who 
were iu white clothing, held up their 
hands to signify that they were un­ 
armed. 
Captain Hart, with a detachment, ail- 
vanced cautiously to a point withm 200 
yards of 
them when the Filipinos 
picked up their guns aud fired a volley. 
The Americans dropped into the 
bashes unliurt on the tirst movem« *ut 
and returned the fire. 
At this the Fili­ 
pinos ran oil.

The state of distress is very great aud 
w hen green fruits saved from the debris 
are consum ed the suffering will be very 
great. 
I am relieving the suffering 
everyw here w ithin reach as m uch as 
possible, hut rn nut of the w ay places 
are m any thousands w ho cannot be 
reached for some tim e. 
The supplies 
ordered sent by tile governm ent w ill 
help m uch, hut w ill last only for a few 
days,w hile destitution m ust continue for 
m any we“ks or some m ouths uutil th e 
bananas grow up from the ground, for 
w hich five m onths a t least are required. 
Food of all kinds is needed, especially 
rice, beans aud codfish, w hich has beeu 
the 
m ain support outside of 
fruit. 
Cheap cot iou clothing is also needed, for 
thousands 
rushed naked from 
th eir 
dw ellings ut night w hen the gale broke. 
M edicines are also needed m ost press­ 
ingly, especially quinine and 
other 
sim ple m edicines.” 
He repl ated the estim ate th a t at least 
100,000 people were hom eless aud d esti­ 
tute. 
L ater he sent another dispatch con­ 
firm ing the other and suggesting plans 
aud appealing for relief.

“ A certain num ber of 
arrests were m ade tins m orning, as the 
result of a m agisterial inquiry and by 
virtue of article 89 of the penal code, 
regarding a conspiracy organized for the 
purpose of accom plishing a change in 
the form of governm ent. 
The persons 
im plicated belong to tile group of Roy­ 
alist Youth and the P atriotic and Anti-

A t the trial of tile 
N euilly barrack affair facts relating to 
th at incident alone were used as tile 
basis of the prosecution; but searches 
w ere then m ade aud then docum ents 
w ere seized w hich led to the discovery 
of an organization, dating back to Ju ly , 
1898, and of a plot to seize the govern­ 
m ent by force. 
The docum ents leave 
no room for doubt, either in regard to 
the existence of the plot or as to the 
chief actors therein. 
A fter very close 
w atch, organized proof was 
obtained 
th at the sam e groups were preparing 
for a fresh attem p t at an early date, the 
proof being such as to enable the dis­ 
turbances to be averted by im m ediate 
measures. 
The investigation of the a f­ 
fair is intrusted to M. Fabre, exam ining 
m agistrate.” 
A police com m issary called at the res­ 
idence of M. T hiebault, on the Q uay 
Voltaire, aud a num ber of policemen 
surrounded the house.

bault escaped by a balcony to an ad jo in ­ 
ing house, 
The police seized the D rapeau (news. 
paper; office. 
The house of A ndre de Buff et, rep re­ 
sentative of the D uke of O rleans ale I 
vice president of trie Young Royalist 
League, was searched and a num ber of 
papers w ere seized. 
Buffet w as a r­ 
rested at F eiguier, on the frontier, as tie 
w as about to cross into Belgium. 
M. M ailliard of The P etit Parisian 
itaft was arrested on the charge ot u rg ­ 
ing soldiers to plebiscite on the form of 
governm ent. 
It was stated th a t the governm ent 
possessed precise and detailed instruc­ 
tions from the Due d ’Orleans to his 
agents. 
Those already arrested include Com te 
de Sabran Ponte vee, Comte C heville, 
M. de M onicourt, secretary of the Jeun- 
dsse royalists, aud M. de Frecheucourt, 
vice president of the G eillet Blanc, or 
W hite C arnation society.

Ile thinks it is the duty of 
the governm ent to m ake provision for 
feeding the people u n til the aid volun­ 
tarily given by the citizens of the coun­ 
try reaches them , aud he w ill exhaust 
every m eans at his disposal to this eud. 
One dispatch from G eneral Davis said

“ The grave state of affairs through- 
I out the island is not yet know n because 
of total destruction of all telegraphic 
connections mid great destructiu on all 
roads. 
N ot m ore th an one-fourth of 
the tow ns yet heard from , but enough 
is known to w arran t the statem ent th at 
one-tit th of tile dw ellings in the island 
ari> totally destroyed, and their ow ners 
are w ithout any shelter w hatever or 
any food beyond w hat has been saved 
from the debris. 
The coffee crop aud 
most of the trees arc ruined, aud thus 
reliance tor su pi tort is gone. 
Fully oue- 
th ird of the people subsist entirely on 
fruit and a small degree on tubas. 
AU 
the form er is destroyed aud m uch of 
tile latter are rotting in the ground. 
G reat m any thousands of cattle are 
drow ned. 
“ The deaths from falling w alls aud 
drow ning w ill num ber more than 1,000, 
aud may be several tim es this num ber. 
The state of distress is very great aud 
w hen green fruits saved from the debris 
are consumed the suffering will be very 
great. 
I am relieving the suffering 
everyw here w ithin reach as m uch as 
possible, but in out of the way places 
are m any thousands w ho cannot he 
reached for some tim e. 
T he supplies 
ordered sent by the governm ent will 
help m uch, but w ill last only for a few 
days, w hile destitution m ust continue for 
m any weeks or some m onths until the 
bananas grow up from the ground, for 
which five mom lls at least are required. 
Food of all kinds is needed, especially 
rice, beans and codfish, w hich has Inieu 
tile 
m ain support outside of 
fruit. 
Cheap cotton clothing is also needed, for 
thousands 
rushed naked from 
their 
dw ellings at night when the gale broke. 
M edicines are also needed m ost press­ 
ingly, especially quinine 
aud 
other 
sim ple m edicines.” 
He rep*‘ated the estim ate th a t at least 
I OO,(XX) people were hom eless aud d esti­ 
tute. 
L ater he sent another dispatch con­ 
firm ing the other aud suggesting plans 
aud appealing for relief.

proposes 
the 
transfer to the district courts of the 
original jurisdiction now exercised by 
the circuit courts. 
"The conviction has been growing 
for a number of years,” said Mr. Bot­ 
kin, "that the present duality of courts 
of first instance is without support iii 
theory aud cumbersome in practice. 
This question was made the subject of 
an exhaustive debate at tile meeting of 
the American B ar association at Sara­ 
toga Springs in August of last year, 
aud of the whole number of eminent 
lawyers who participated in the discus­ 
sion not one was heard to defend the 
present system. 
“ In the debate mentioned the ques­ 
tion which seemed to give the associa­ 
tion the most concern was w hat should 
lie done with the circuit courts. 
The 
act of 18bI constituting Hie circuit 
courts of appeal deprived them 
of 
all’ appellate jurisdiction, and if tiiey 
are now relieved of their original juris­ 
diction they will be practically extin­ 
guished—that is to say, there are 25 
gentlemen 
holding 
commissions 
as 
judges of the United States circuit 
court, yet that court would lie without 
power to try a case or to review one 
tried by another court or to exercise 
any authority whatsoever. 
“'The commissioners propose as nu 
answer to this question that rite circuit 
courts be made the intermediate courts \ 
of review. 
I i i other words, it is pro 
I 
nosed to give them t tie* appellate juris- j 
diction now exorcised by tilt* circuit | 
courts of appeals. 
There is no obvious j 
reason 
why the words ‘of appeals* 
should be attached to the title of the 
intermediate courts when the tag is no 
longer necessary to distinguish them 
from the circuit courts, and its elimi­ 
nation would obviate the incongruity of 
having circuit courts without jurisdic­ 
tion. 
'The alternative expedient, that 
mf abolishing the circuit courts abso­ 
lutely, so is to terminate the tenure of 
judges, is not to be seriously consid­ 
ered. 
‘‘There are now throe circuit judges 
in each of the circuits except the first 
and the fourth. 
The plan of the com­ 
m ission ers contemplates that an addi­ 
tional judge si in ll tie appointed for 
each of these two circuits. 
It is then 
proposed that the circuit court, with 
the appellate jurisdiction now vested 
in the circuit court of appeals, shall 
consist of the three circuit judges or 
two circuit judges and tile justice of 
the supreme court assigned Kl the cir­ 
cuit. 
Two o f these constitute a quo­ 
rum. but as it is deemed desirable that 
there shall always be three judges in 
attendance provision is made for the 
assignment of judges from other cir­ 
cuits. 
"It is the opinion of the commission­ 
ers that the practice of calling in out­ 
side judges will serve another useful 
purpose in promoting a uniformity of 
jurisprudence. 
For 
example, 
'the 
United States courts at New York on 
tile Atlantic. Chicago on the great 
lakes, and San Francisco on the Pa­ 
cific have a large number of admiralty 
cases. 
An occasional interchange of 
judges between those circuits could 
scarcely fail to secure uniform de 
j 
lesions. This is the more important, as I 
the decisions of the circuit courts of I 
appeals- as they are now called 
in ad­ 
miralty eases are final, except as tfiev I 
may be certified or ordered to be sent 1 
to tin1 supreme court as of discretion

and not of right.

More of the time of council is taken 
un with repairs and damage claims than 
anything else. 
All these should be in ­ 
vestigated by a committee instead of oo- 


j copying the attention of the 
whole 
body. 
President Peach has an oppor­ 
tunity to inaugurate a great aud much 
needed reform, if lie will insist on his 
committees meeting regularly and doing 
their duty. 
He will save much time for 
matters that require time for discussion, 
and will greatly expedite public business 
by so doing.

noyed hy the sharpshooters. One morn­ 
ing I had or« lered a halt to make a re- 
coimoissauce. 
In front, sitting on a 
log, some distance to the front of 
where my staff and I were, I sawr a 
man In civilian dress coolly watching 
operations. 
I asked w’ho he <w’as an« l 
one of my staff officers replied that he 
did not know’, but he had seen him on 
the firing line many times. Although 
he had been frequently ordered to the 
rear, he ha« l « lisoheyed the order.

I sHi« i, ‘Who are you. an« l 
w'hat are you « loiiig out there? ’ He r«*- 
plie« l, ‘I am an American citizen, au« l 
my name Is Young. 
1 have h**«*n a 
scout in the Imlian campaigns of Mon­ 
tana and the Dakotas, an« l I thought 
I would come out here to try and help 
out the hoys a little.’ 
“ I recalle« ! his name as one of the 
men who had « l« Yue gallant s« *rvlce 
against the i’« *« lskins. 
1 asked him if 
he c« )ul« l pick 25 men like himself from 
the Nortli Dakota regiment. 
He sal« I 
he could, and I at one« * appointed him 
chief of scouts at a salary of 
a 
month. lie accoitt« *« !. and the next « lay 
W’as r« *a« ly for husiuess. 
During the 
campaign these men did gallant serv- 
ic« *. They woiihl leave camp w’ith only 
rifles, cant« *eiis and ammunition and he 
gone sometimes fol’ four days. 
“ On the w ay to San Isidro the enemy 
had crossetl the river on our approach 
and fire« l the bridge. 
Then Young’s 
scouts show« *« l their mettle. The brave 
fellows waded into the w’ater on either 
si« le of the bridge, and. using their 
campaign hats to « lip up the w’ater, 
they i» ut out the fire on the bridge. 
Young and a man named ilarriugton. 
his lieutenant, armed only w’ith big 
army rev« )lvers. st« wd in plain sight on 
the hriilge covering their men. 
When­ 
ever a Filipino put his head above the 
trenches, a revolver bullet ended his 
career. 
The brave officers held the 
bridge anil« l a storm of bullets until 
finally Young fell, shot through the 
kn« )e. 
“ Harrington ran to his w’ounded lead­ 
er, au« l, with pistol iu each hand, stood 
over the fallen man. shooting at me 
Filipinos who tried to pick him off. 
He 
heUl his position until the soldiers 
came and carried Young to the rear 
and later sent him to the Manila hos­ 
pital. Our men crossed the bridge and 
drove out the rebels. 
“ A few days later Harrington took 
bis men to the front, and after a hard 
march stopped for supper at 5 o’clock.

RAILWAY PENSION FUND. 


Pennsylvania Company’s Plan to 
Aid Employees In Old Age. 


IT WILL AFFECT 75,000 MEN. 


Y e a r ly O u tla y o f th e C o m p a n y W ill

When the Pennsylvania railroad puts 
Its pension plan into action on tile Hist 
of the new year, it will affect 75,(XX) 
men, employees of tile lines of its sjs 
tem east of Pittsburg and Erie, living 
in the states of New York, New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary­ 
land and Virginia aud the District ot 
Columbia. 
The yearly outlay of the 
company will be $3-5,000. 
The plan complete, according to a 
Philadelphia dispatch to the New York 
World, is here given with the sanction 
of the railway officials. 
The pension 
fund will be a distinct provision by 
the company from its own funds, but 
its relation to the existing employees’ 
relief organization will be so intimate 
that it may appear like an auxiliary 
feature. 
A board of officers has been 
created and invested with full powers 
to make rules, fix allowances and de­ 
termine the eligibility of employees to 
receive benefits. 
’I lie board consists 
of First Vice President John P. Green, 
Second 
Vice 
President 
diaries 
E. 
Pugh, Third Vice President Sutherland 
M. Prevost, Fourth Vice 
President 
Samuel Rea, General Manager Joseph 
B. Hutchinson aud Assistant Comp­ 
troller Max Uiebeuack. 
The pension fund is tile result of sev­ 
eral years of unremitting study on the 
part of the company. 
A special com­ 
mittee on superannuation and pension 
fund was appointed by the advisory 
committee of tile relief department. 
This committee examined into the va­ 
rious pension systems of TO of the 
leading railways of the world, but it 
became necessary to originate some­ 
thing which would apply to the Penn­ 
sylvania’s employees. 
The plan at first proposed embodied 
the care of superannuated employees, 
members of the relief fund, and the al­ 
lowances were to be made from that 
fund. 
Afterward, 
however, 
it was 
thought advisable to make general pro­ 
vision for all old employees, th** com­ 
pany assuming the obligation of pro­ 
viding them with a pension allowance 
in addition to what the relict fund 
could afford to grant to its members 
who might be retired by the company. 
By •contributing the money necessary 
for the operation of tile pension fund 
the company will be relieve*! from any 
further payments on “company relief” 
—that is. carrying with its own money 
relief fund members who have been 
on the sick list more than one year 
aud who are in consequence entitled to 
no further relief fund benefits. 
Retirements will be both voluntary 
and involuntary. 
All employees 70 
years of age and over will be consid­ 
ered as having attained the maximum 
age limit for active service and will 
be placed upon the pension fund roll, 
while those whose ages range from 65 
to 09 years and who. in the opinion of 
the fund administrators, have become 
physically 
disqualified or otherwise 
permanently 
incapacitated 
after 
30 
years or more of service may be either 
voluntarily or arbitrarily retired and 
pensione*!. 
The pension allowance to 
such retired employees will be deter­ 
mined as follows: For each year of 
service a fixed per centum of the av­ 
erage regular pay for a specific period 
Immediately 
preceding 
retirement, 
with a fair minimum monthly allow­ 
ance. 
The company will grant to members 
of the relief fund who may be retired 
an additional allowance on a fixed 
basis in proportion to the amount they 
contribute*! while members of the re­ 
lief fund, so that each member retired 
by the company will receive this addi­ 
tional allowance from the interest on 
th** surplus from the operations of that 
fund. In addition to this the relief fund, 
through its advisory committee, pro­ 
poses to amend the regulations of the 
fund to make general provision for all 
its members, so that in case of sickness 
or disability benefits on account there­ 
of will be continued at one-half rates 
irrespective of tile duration. 
The company pays the expenses and 
provides for any deficiency in the re­ 
lief fund. The object of this fund is to 
grant to every employee ail opportuni­ 
ty to provide for himself in case of ill­ 
ness, disability or death. 
The relief 
fund is co-operative and is supported 
jointly by the employees and the com­ 
pany. 
Hence when the retirement age 
is readied the company will give its 
old employee a superannuation allow­ 
ance on a fixed basis in proportion to 
the amount he contributed while a 
member of the relief fuud. 
On the 1st of January next 775 mon 
will be placed on the pension rolls by 
compulsion. 
Of this number 672 will 
be 70 years old or over, the others 
ranging in age from 65 to 69 years, 
and, having been in the service of the 
company for 30 years, are then d.s 
qualified or Incapacitated for work. 
There are more thau 3,000 men now 


*mployed by the company woo are 
years old or over. 1.500 have passed 
their sixty-fifth year, and 775 are more 
than 70 years old. 
Fifty men are be- 
j 
yond 80 and are still working for tlie ; 
road. 
Ninety-nine men each over 65 years 1 
of ag**, all of whom have been in the 
service of the company more than 45 
years, are on the Delaware and Rari­ 
tan canal engaged with the United 
Railroads of New Jersey, a part of 
th** Pennsylvania system. 
One man 
has worked for the company for 63 
year's aud nnotlier for GI years. 
The 
oldest man i i the Pennsylvania service 
is Edward Lockard, 91 years old. 
He 
is a laborer in the Altoona shops and is 
still able to do a good day’s work, al­ 
though his labor is made light for him. 
II** feels th** importance of his posi­ 
tion as partriarch of the Pennsylvania 
hosts, aud lie is pointed out as one of 
the sights of the system. 
The age limit for admission to the 
company’s service in the light of the 
pension plan has been fixed at 35 years. 
After Jan. I no man over that age ami 
no man who cannot pass a required 
physical examination will be employ­ 
ed. 
Former employees desiring rein­ 
statement may be permitted to re-en­ 
ter the service, however, at the discre­ 
tion of the board of officers. 
Tempo­ 
rary employment of im n regardless of 
age limit :nii physical condition shall 
be permitt«*d for a period not exceed­ 
ing six months, subject to requisite ex­ 
tension.

According to a San Francisco dis­ 
patch to the New Y ork Sun, a d r a m a tic 
story of tile Philippine c a m p a ig n

told by Major Grant of the Utah a r t ii 
lery. General Lawton told the story to 
Major Grant as they sat in the gen­ 
eral's headquarters at the front, near 
Candaba. General Lawton referred to 
the campaign then in progress to the 
north and east of Manila and said: 
“The work of my men during this 
campaign lias been simply wonder­ 
ful, and much of its success is due to 
the gallant work of the scouts. 
Soon 
after leaving Malolos I entered the 
enemy’s country, and was greatly an­ 
noyed by the sharpshooters. One morn­ 
ing I had ordered a halt to make a re- 
connoissance. 
In front, sitting on a 
log, some distance to the front of 
where my staff and I were, I sawr a 
man in civilian dross coolly watching 
operations. 
I asked who he was and 
one of my staff officers replied that he 
did not know, but he had seen him on 
the firing line many times. Although 
he had been frequently ordered to the 
rear, he had disobeyed the order. 
“The lieutenant said, ‘He has been 
continuously in front of our lines under 
fire, but the men can’t keep him away.’ 
Now, lf there’s anything that angers 
me it is to see a brave man needlessly 
expose himself. 
So I ordered the 
stranger sent to me. He approached, 
and I w'as much taken with his ap­ 
pearance. I said, ‘Who are you, and 
what are you doing out there?’ He re 
plied, ‘I am an American citizen, aud 
my name is Young. 
I have been 
scout in the Indian campaigns of Mon­ 
tana and the Dakotas, and I thought 
I would come out here to try and help 
out the boys a little.’ 
“I recalled Ins name as one of the 
men who had done gallant service 
against the redskins. 
I asked him if 
he could pick 25 men like himself from 
the North Dakota regiment. Ile said 
he could, and I at once appointed him 
chief of scouts at a salary of $150 a 
month. IL* accepted, and the next day 
was ready for business. 
During the 
campaign these men did gallant serv­ 
ice. They would leave camp with only 
rifles, canteens and ammunition aud be 
gone sometimes for four days. 
“On the way to San Isidro the enemy 
had crossed the river on our approach 
and fired tile bridge. 
Then Young’s 
scouts showed their mettle. The brave 
fellows waded into the w’ater on either 
side of the bridge, and. using their 
campitigu hats to dip up the water, 
they put out the fire on the bridge. 
Young and a man named Harrington, 
his lieutenant, armed only with big 
army revolvers, stood in plain sight on 
the bridge covering their men. 
When­ 
ever a Filipino put his head above tilt* 
trenches, a revolver bullet ended his 
career. 
The brave officers held the 
bridge amid a storm of bullets until 
finally Young fell, shot through the 
knee. 
“Harrington ran to his wounded lead­ 
er, aud, with pistol in each hand, stood 
over the fallen man, shooting at tne 
Filipinos who tried to pick him off. He 
held his position until the soldiers 
came and carried Young to the rear 
and later sent him to the Manila hos­ 
pital. Our men crossed the bridge and 
drove out the rebels. 
“A few days later Harrington took 
his men to the front, and after a hard 
march stopped for supper at 5 o’clock. 
He sat down, leaned against a bank of 
earth and waited for mess call. 
He 
did not respond when the call came, so 
the men went to look for him. 
They 
found him leaning back, his head rest­ 
ing on his breast, with his rifle lying 
by his side. 
He was dead. 
He had 
fallen asleep, aud a stray Mauser bul­ 
let passed through his neck, killing 
him. 
Next morning I sent this per­ 
sonal message to Young at Manila hos 
pital: 
44 ‘Harrington 
died 
5 o’clock 
last 
night.’ 
A few hours later I received 
from the chief surgeon in the hospital 
this dispatch: ’Young died at 5 o clock 
last night.’ 
“So the two brave men had closed 
their last campaign at almost the same 
moment. 
Too high praise cannot be 
given to these fearless scouts.”

In a p p e a ra n c e it is not unlike 
diving armor, consisting of a helmet to 
place over the head 
of a 
fireman, 
lifting closely to Ii is clothing about 
the shoulders. BMI feet of hose, through 
which the fireman m ay Im* supplied 
with air. and a bellows a tt a c h m e n t by 
which a ir m ay he pum p ed to the fire­ 
man. 
T he hose is a b o u t one inch iii d i a m ­ 
eter. having a covering of asb e stu s to 
prevent burning, and is stiffened by a 
coil of steel wire woven into the inner 
portion of the hose to prevent it from 
being flattened by rubbish falling upon 
it while in use. 
The hose is also cal­ 
culated to act as a .speaking tube.

the prelim inary 
work 
proposes 
the 
tra n sfe r to tin* district courts ot the 
original jurisdiction now exercised by 
th e circuit courts. 
“The conviction has been growing 
for a num ber of years,” said Mr. Bot­ 
kin, “th at the present duality of courts 
of first instance is w ithout support in 
theory and curnliersome in practice. 
This question w as m ade the subject of 
an exhaustive debate at the meeting of 
the American B ar association at S ara­ 
toga Springs in A ugust of last year, 
, and of the whole num ber of em inent 
lawyers who participated in the discus­ 
sion not one was heard to defend the 
present system . 
“ In tile debate mentioned the ques* 
tfon which seemed to give tile associa­ 
tion the most concern w as w hat should 
be done with the circuit courts. 
The 
act of 1881 constituting the circuit 
courts of appeal deprived them of 
all* appellate jurisdiction, and if they 
are now relieved of their original ju ris­ 
diction they will be practically extin­ 
guished—th a t is to say, there are 25 
gentlem en 
holding 
commissions 
as 
judges of the United Slates circuit 
court, yet that court would be w ithout 
power to try a case or to review one 
tried by another court or to exercise 
any authority whatsoever. 
“The commissioners propose as an 
an sw er to this question that tMe circuit 
courts be made the interm ediate courts 
of review. 
In other words, it is pro­ 
mised to give them the appellate ju ris­ 
diction now exercised by tile circuit 
courts of appeals. There is no obvious 
reason 
why the words ‘of appeals’ 
should lie attached to the title of the 
interm ediate courts when the tag is uo 
longer necessary to distinguish them 
from the circuit courts, and its elimi-

College students who must them ­ 
selves provide for nil or part of their 
expenses look upon the long summer 
vacation as a period especially devised 
by Providence to enable them to re­ 
cuperate their waning fortunes. 
New 
fields have been opened for their ex­ 
ertions within the last year or two, 
says the New York World. 
The summer resorts have always 
lieeu u source of revenue for college 
boys. 
There they watt upon dining 
tables, serve as porters, or sometimes 
even get to be clerks at the big hotels, 
or they find employment in similar 
capacities on the steamers which cater 
to the summer resort trade. 
In the 
ticket offices of the transportation com­ 
panies there are frequently suumiei 
chances for college men. 
Bar Harbor for years has been sup 
plied with Williams college student 
waiters. 
The Job is passed on from 
one class to another. At the Thousand 
Islands hotels this year Y'ale, Ann 
Arbor. St. Lawrence university. Hut 
gers, Potsdam Normal, Syracuse uni­ 
versity. Queens college and Pennsyl­ 
vania university are represented among 
the waiters. In fact, practically all the 
waiters there are college bred. 
Lake 
Chautauqua and the great lake resorts 
are profitable too. 
But these positions 
are now also sought by college women, 
and the men are being crowded In their 
search fob summer work 
Musical students find orchestra posi­ 
tions at the summer places extremely 
profitable, and the glee clubmen often 
hire out for the season to sing on sum 
mer resort steamers or at hotels. This 
is especially popular in the Catskills 
and Adirondacks. 
Those latter occu­ 
pations are looked upon as "snaps." 
Hundreds of students get right down 
to real dally labor and stick to it all 
summer, coming back to the college or 
university Iii the fall as to a well earn­ 
ed luxury. 
Many of them hire out to 
builders and carpenter* or go out in 
the harvest fields and work by the 
day. 
Boys who live in the country 
towns do this very frequently. Others 
spend their vacation canvassing for 
book firms or collecting. 
Directory 
canvassing Is almost entirely done in 
college towus by tin* students. 
Most 
of It is done in the early summer, and, 
although it is a quick Job, it pays well 
while it lasts. 
Life Insurance Is work­ 
ed to some extent, but Is usually lim­ 
ited to tile borne town of the student 
who takes it up. 
Among his own 
friends a student sometimes writes 
enough policies during vacation to pay 
the whole year’s expenses at school. 
Among the city occupations sought 
by students are running elevators and 
attending soda fountains. 
In nonun 
Ion towns there is no prejudice or dlffl 
cuttles to overcome, but lf a college 
man eau get a Job by Joining a union 
he does so when he is eligible. 
This 
year Street car companies have taken 
on students as conductors. 
The duties 
are easy to learn, and In many cities 
the employees are not controlled by 
the union. College fraternity pius aud 
street car badges decorate the uni­ 
forms of conductors In both Syracuse 
aud Rochester this year. 
Women students have a narrower 
field for their summer talents. 
Seelug 
the wisdom of their brothers in turning 
waiter at summer dining rooms, the 
, girls have followed the example, and 
their college training is said to be valu­ 
able to them in the new field of exer­ 
tion. 
At least college girls are In de­ 
mand for that work. 
They are not as 
well paid as the men, hut they make 
more in tips. 
Typewriting, which many girls learn 
during the year for the purpose, is 
done in vacation time, while the regu­ 
lar typewriter is having lier aunuui 
two weeks’ outing. 
A student who In­ 
tends to do this generally lays her 
plans in advance. 
Weeks Iw-fore the 
vacation season she makes her round 
of the firms and offices where ty p e ­ 
writers are regularly employed. 
She 
asks for the opportunity of acting as a 
substitute during the typewriter’s va­ 
cation and makes a memorandum of 
the date. 
A week or more Iwfore that 
time she calls again to rem Iud them 
that she is ready. 
In this way a col­ 
lege girl sometimes gets more work 
than she can do, or makes conflic ting 
dates. 
Wtmn this occurs, she Informs 
one of the Arms, aud either cancels the 
engagement or makes a readjustment 
of dates. 
Women collectors can get work at 
almost any time with business firms 
who have tried them. College girls do 
this more generally than is supposed. 
There is a girl at Vassar who has 
made a record in collecting debts that 
have liven outlawed, aud all the hope 
less cases of her firm are saved up un­ 
til her summer vacation. 
She gets a 
larger percentage for this work, of 
course, than 
for regular collecting.

W hen the Pennsylvania railroad puts 
its pension pl.iii into action on t he tit st 
of the new year, it will affect 75,000 
men. employees of the lines of its sys­ 
tem east of P ittsb u rg aud Lrie, li\iug 
in the states of New York* New J e r­ 
sey, 
Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, 
M ary­ 
land and Virginia and the D istrict ot 
Columbia. 
I he yearly outlay of tile 
com pany will be $325,000. 
Tile pin n complete, according to a 
Philadelphia dispatch to the New York 
World, is here given w ith the sanction 
of the railw ay officials, 
'lite pension 
fund will be a distinct provision by 
the com pany from its own funds, but 
its relation to the existing employees’ 
relief organization will be so intim ate 
th a t it may appear like au auxiliary 
feature. 
A boart! of officers bas been 
create*] ami invested w ith full pow ets 
to m ake rules, fix allow ances anti de­ 
term ine tin* eligibility of employees to 
receive benefits.

T he pension fund is the result of sev­ 
eral years of unrem itting study on the 
p art of tile company. 
A special com ­ 
m ittee on superannuation and pension 
fund was appointed bv the advisory 
com m ittee of the relief departm ent. 
T his com m ittee exam ined into the va­ 
rious pension system s of 7b of the 
leading railw ays of the world, but it 
becam e necessary to originate some­ 
thing which would apply to the P enn­ 
sylvania’s employees. 
T he plan at first proposed embodied 
the care of superannuated employees, 
m em bers of Hie relief fund, and the a l­ 
lowances were to be m ade from that 
fund. 
A fterw ard, 
however, 
it 
was 
thought advisable in m ake general pro­ 
vision for all ol«l employees, the com ­ 
pany assum ing tin* obligation of pro­ 
viding them with a pension allow ance 
in addition to w hat the relief fund 
could afford to gran t to lls m em bers 
w h o m ight be retired by the company. 
By contributing the money necessary 
for the operation of the pension fund 
the com puny will be relie ved from any 
fu rth e r paym ents on "com pany relief” 
—th a t Is, carrying with Its own money 
relief fund m em bers who have been 
CU the sick list more than one year 
aud who are in consequence entitled to 
no fu rth e r relief fund benefits 
R etirem ents will be both voluntary 
aud luvoluntary. 
All 
employees 
TO 
years of age and over will be consid­ 
ered as having attained the m axim um 
age limit for active service and will 
be placed upon the pension fund roll, 
while those whose ages range from 63 
to db years and who, in tin* opinion of 
the fund adm inistrators, have become 
physically 
disqualified 
or otherw ise 
perm anently 
Incapacitated 
a fte r 
30 
years or more of service may In* either 
voluntarily or arbitrarily retired and 
pensioned. 
The pension allowance to 
such retired employees will be d eter­ 
mined as follows: For each year of 
service a fixed per centum of the a v ­ 
erage regular pay for a specific period 
im m ediately 
preceding 
retirem ent, 
w ith a fair minimum monthly allow ­ 
ance. 
The com pany will grant to m em bers 
of the relief fund who may be retired 
an additional allow ance on a fixed 
basis in proportion to the am ount they 
contributed while m em bers of the re­ 
lief fund, so th at each mem I a MT retired 
toy the com pany will receive this addi­ 
tional allowance from the Interest on 
the surplus from the operations of th at 
fund. In addition to this the relief fund, 
through its advisory committee, pro­ 
poses to amend the regulations of the 
fund to make general provision for all 
Its mem bers, so that In case of sickness 
or disability benefits on account there­ 
o f will be continued at one half rates 
Irrespective of the duration. 
The company pays the ex lien sea and 
provides for any deficiency In the re­ 
lief fuud. The object of this fund is to 
grant to every employee an opportuni­ 
ty to provide for himself lu case of ill­ 
ness, disability or ilea th. 
T he relief 
fund is cooperative and Is stipttorted 
jointly by the employees and the com ­ 
pany. 
Hence when the retirem ent age 
is reached tin* company will gl'e its 
old employee ti superannuation allow­ 
ance on a fixed basis in proportion to 
the niuouut he contributed while a 
m em ber of the relief fuud. 
On the 1st of Jan u a ry uext 775 men 
will be placed on the pension rolls by 
compulsion. 
Of this num ber 07*2 will 
he 70 years old or over, the others 
ranging in age from 05 to 69 years, 
and. having been iii the service of the 
com pany for 30 years, are then d.s 
qualified or Incapacitated for work. 
T h ere are more than 3,000 men now

According to a San Francisco dis­ 
patch to the New York Sun, a dram atic 
story of Ute Philippine campaign is 
told by M ajor G rant of tile Utah a n il 
lory. G eneral Lawton told the story to 
M ajor G ra n t as they sat in tile gen­ 
eral's headquarters at the front, near 
Ca ml a ba. General Law'ton referred to 
the cam paign then in progress to the 
north and east of Manila and said: 
"T he w ork of my men during this 
cam paign 
has lieen simply wonder­ 
ful, and m uch of its success is due to 
the gallant work of the scouts. 
Soon 
after leaving Malolos I entered the 
enem y’s country, and was greatly an ­ 
noyed by tin* sharpshooters. One m orn­ 
ing I had ordered a halt to m ake a re- 
connoissance. 
In front, sitting on a 
log, some distance to the front of 
where my staff and I were, I saw a 
man in civilian dress coolly watching 
operations. 
I asked w’ho he wras ami 
one of my staff officers replied th at he 
did not know, but he had seen him on 
the firing line m any times. Although 
he had been frequently ordered to the 
rear, he had disobeyed the order. 
"The lieutenant said, ‘He has been 
continuously in front of our lines under 
fire, hut the men can’t keep him aw ay.’ 
Now, if th ere’s anything th at angers 
me it is to see a brave m an needlessly 
expose 
himself. 
So 
I ordered 
the 
stranger sent to me. H e approached, 
and I w as much taken with his a p ­ 
pearance. 
I said, ‘W ho are you, and 
w hat are you doing out there?’ He re­ 
plied, *1 ain an American citizen, ami 
my nam e is Young. 
I have been a 
scout in the Indian cam paigns of Mon­ 
tana and the Dakotas, anti I thought 
I would come out here to try and help 
out the boys a little.* 
“ I recalled his name as one of the 
men who had done gallant service 
against the redskins. 
I asked him if 
he could pick 25 men like himself from 
the North Dakota regiment. 
Ile said 
he could, and I at once appointed him 
chief of scouts at a salary of $150 a 
month. H e accepted, and the next day 
was ready for business. 
During the 
cam paign these men did gallant serv­ 
ice. They would leave cam p with only 
rifles, canteens and am m unition aud be 
gone som etim es fe lt four days. 
"On the w ay to San Isidro the enemy 
had crossed the river on our approach 
and fired the bridge. 
Then Young's 
scouts show ed their mettle. The brave 
fellows w aded into the w ater on either 
side of the bridge, and, using their 
cauiimigu hats to dip up the water, 
they put out the fire on the bridge. 
Young and a man named H arrington, 
his lieutenant, arm ed only with big 
arm y revolvers, stood in plain sight on 
the bridge covering their men. 
W hen­ 
ever a Filipino lint his bead alleve tin* 
trenches, a revolver bullet ended his 
career. 
T he brave officers held the 
bridge am id a storm of bullets until 
finally Young fell, shot through the 
knee. 
"H arrington ran to Ills wounded lead 
er, aud, with pistol iu each hand, stood 
over the fallen man. shooting at toe 
Filipinos who tried to pick him off. 
He 
held his position until the soldiers 
came and carried Youug to the rear 
and later sent him to the Manila hos­ 
pital. O ur men crossed the bridge aud 
drove out the rebels. 
"A few* days later H arrington took 
his men to the front, and after a hard 
march stopped for supper at 5 o’clock. 
He sat down, leaned against a bank of 
earth and waited for mess call. 
He 
did not respond when the call came, so 
the men went to look fur him. 
They 
fouud him leaning hack, his head rest­ 
ing on his breast, with his rifle lying 
by bls side. 
He w as dead. 
He had 
falleu asleep, aud a stray M auser bul­ 
let passed through his neck, killing 
him. 
Next morning I sent this per­ 
sonal m essage to Young at Manila hos­ 
pital: 
" 'H arrington 
died 
5 
o’clock 
last 
uight.’ 
A few hours later I received 
from the chief surgeon in the hospital 
this dispatch: ‘Young died at 5 o’clock 
last night.’ 
“Ho the tw o brave men had closed 
their last cam paign at almost the sam e 
moment. 
Too high praise cannot he 
given to these fearless scouts,"

UU i.onrd the United State*army trans­ 
m it Shennau. in Manila harbor, writ­ 
ing under date of .lune 19 about the 
I iv on that vessel, says: The Sherman 
dropped anchor in Manila harbor at ll 
o’clock last night, after a voyage of 
7 tun.) miles of the most serene c harac­ 
ter. absolutely without unpleasant in­ 
cident. 
She left San Francisco at ’J 
p. rn. on 
May 22 and delayed at 
Honolulu 2!2 days to coal. 
The pro­ 
peller was uot stopped between San 
Francisco aud Honolulu, nor between 
Honolulu and Manila. 
Not a storm 
was encountered. 
The ammonia re­ 
frigerating plant, the same as was in 
operation when the vessel was pur­ 
chased, became leaky and somewhat 
disabled, but the ice machine was kept 
In operation and supplied an abun­ 
dance of ice during the entire voyage. 
A few eases of typhoid fever develop 
od. contracted, no doubt, in the over­ 
crowded barracks at San Antonio, and 
on.* man succumbed to the disease yes­ 
terday. Other than the few men with 
fever, the command is in excellent 
health. 
Tin* Sherman lias on board 
about 1,800 officers and enlisted men 
of the regular army—the Sixth in­ 
fantry and recruits for other organisa­ 
tions 1,000.000 rounds of small arms 
ammunition, 
10.000 
K rag- Jorgensen 
rifles, 500 tons of ship’s supplies and 
ACO tons of ratlins for delivery in Ma­ 
nila. 
A little more than a year ago trans­ 
port service was a branch of which our 
army knew nothing from a practical 
point of view. 
An occasional sub­ 
altern. hard pressed for a subject for 
his annual lyceum essay, would pre­ 
sent a paper a part of which would be 
aimed at transport service, and as he 
gained ills knowledge of this part of 
his subject by study of English meth­ 
ods it is fair to presume that lie hit at 
least in high places. The campaign in 
Cuba came to us with such a rush that 
there was no time to organize a special 
transport service. 
One had to lie im­ 
provised, and any boat available be­ 
came. on tile spur of tile moment, a 
transport. The distance to Cuba made 
it practicable to transport troops in the

The experience 
of the summer was drawn upon in de­ 
termining des! rat lie conditions and in 
eliminating undesirable features, and 
in a remarkably short time tile ratted 
States had fitted out and In service 
troop transports unexcelled by those of 
any nation iii tile world. The Sherman 
is one of the finest. 
She is 485 feet 
eve# all, 49 feet beam, and 22 feet 
draft, 
loaded. 
For

pur­ 
poses her decks are designated from 
th*1 top down as follows: Cabin deck, 
extending only over midships; 
spar 
deck, open fore and aft of cabin deck 
for exercising space, and with dining 
hail, cabin galley and staterooms under 
cabin deck, and lavatoi y for soldiers 
aft; the main deck, devoted to cooking 
ami meshing space f >r enlisted men. 
hospital aft and lavatory 
forward;

place over the head of 
a fireman, 
fitting closely to bis clothing about 
the shoulders. lo*» feet of hose, through 
which 
the fireman may is* supplied I 
with air. ami a bellows attachment by 
which air may be pumped to the fire­ 
man. 
The hose is about one inch in diam­ 
eter. having a covering of a s b e s t u s to 
prevent burning, aud is stiffened by a 
coil of steel wire woven into the inner 
portion of the hose to prevent It from 
being flattened by rubbish falling upon 
It while in use. 
'I tll* hose is also cal­ 
culated to act a s a speaking tulai. Th** 
openings in the helmet through which 
the fireman may see are covered with 
mica. 
The helmet is also supplied 
with a valve, through which air may 
pass out on being exhausted.

II. K. Carroll of Plainfield, X. J.. 
United States commissioner to Porto 
Hico, Is now busily engaged in pre­ 
paring his report, which will be pre­ 
sented to President McKinley before 
congress meets. 
The report will be a 
voluminous 
one. 
The commissioner 
made extensive researches Into every 
department, examining bankers, fann­ 
ers*, merchants, artisans and officials, 
aud secured valuable information. 
He 
also made a complete and accurate 
census of tilt* island and of the differ­ 
ent races that inhabit it, says th** New 
York Sun. 
This la* lins compiled in a 
systematic and convenient form, some­ 
thing that has not been done before In 
Porto Rico. 
The commissioner found every per 
son he approached exceedingly willing 
to assist him in Ids efforts to secure 
material for his report, 
ll** made an 
exhaustive Inquiry into the municipal 
governments and examined lh** budgets 
in tim various districts. 
In every case 
he found flint th** mayors ami councils 
desired municipal autonomy. 
His re 
port states that under the Spanish s y s ­ 
tem the people are unable to do any­ 
thing without proposals to the insular 
government at San Juan, which itself 
exerts a powerful Initiative and pro­ 
poses 
or orders enterprises, 
which 
sometimes do not meet with the popu­ 
lar approval. 
Few cities have au.v 
debt, except small deficiencies in cur­ 
rent accounts. 
The municipalities in­ 
clude not only cities and towns proper, 
but rural districts approaching in ex 
tent the counties of the United States. 
The commissioner states that he 
found planters at one iii coin plain lug 
of th** lack of money Iii tin* island aud 
of th** difficulty iii borrowing. 
The 
natives insist that merchants take un­ 
fair advantage of them, lending money 
at high rates and taking crops in pay­ 
ment, and allowing such prices as they 
see tit. 
The lowest rate of interest 
found by th** commi*stoner was 8 per 
cent, and very little money is lent 
at that. Ordinarily, It is 12 to 18 p« r 
cent, and sometimes 20 to 24 per cent 
that is demanded. 
The farmers ti** 
I ie vc that th** only way out of this 
difficulty is to Im* able to borrow 
money, on long terms of 20 to 3b years, 
at not exceeding 7 or 8 per cent.

Whole population of 900,000 persons 
per annum,

people are Industrious and that travel­ 
ers see few loungers. Til** people work 
hard ami continuously, aud it is won 
derful bow much they can endure, 
especially when it is considered how 
small an amount of food they are able 
to obtain. 
Of the island trades unions visited by 
tile commissioner 9 of the ll are coin 
posed of colored men, who maintain 
these 
unions for self Improvement. 
They learn to read aud write and ar** 
anxious to increase the knowledge al­ 
ready obtained. 
Under the Spanish 
government they were not allowed to 
hold meetings, and any attempt at a 
strike was severely punished.

farms are run 
on 
tile co-operative 
basis. 
The farmers raise their crops 
aud divide up, so that if one faimei 
has poor clops lie does not suffer a 
total loss, as lie would do otherwise. 
The co-operative methods that have 
been adopt ell so far have pro' od a 
success, and more enterprises are con­ 
stantly being put under this method 
of doing business. 
At present tile town has a co-opera­ 
tive hotel, a co-operative laundry, a co­ 
operative hall, a co-operative cream­ 
ery, a co-operative canning factory, 
aud a co-operative dining hall has just 
been put in operation, where several 
families, perhaps two dozen, take their 
meals. 
Anybody who is a member of 
the company can get his meals at a 
reduced rate there, ami ninny farm ­ 
ers have become members 
so that 
they ran get a good square meal at a 
very low price when they come to town 
on Saturday. 
A co-operative house­ 
keeping movement is to be started 
soon, which, together with the dining 
hall already in operation, will do away 
with the hired girl problem. 
An experienced 
manager oversees 
each common enterprise and renders 
his accounts at the end of each month, 
and the expenses are divided up among 
the members of the co-operative so- 
ciety. 
The town is prospering, and 
many new houses arc going up. Other 
enterprises will lie put on a co-opera- ■ 
ti vc basis at once, and it is intended 
to soon have all the cooking ami othei > 
work done in common, ami such a 
town as Edward Bellamy pictures in 
“ Looking Backward” will in all prob j 
ability be realised, as that is the laten- j 
tion of tin* people of Morehead.—Spe- i 
d al i ’or.

Tile migrants vary little in 
size, being about a* large as a walnut. 
Each toad Jumps twice or three ti mea, 
then rests from three to five seconds 
and repeats. 
This army extends for several miles 
in an unbroken column. 
It la under 
conatant marching orders and numbers 
millions, gays the Chicago Tribune. On 
the highway the toads are also moving 
east aud west from the fields, but at 
the first nortli aud south road they ail 
go north. 
The greater body is upon 
the railway. They come from the wa­ 
ter pools south some five miles at the 
sand hills near the Sioux river, but 
where they are going ami why so ener­ 
getically pushing forward double quick 
to the north cannot be suriffised.
